The Senate and House conferees 
on draft legislation agreed this week 
on a compromise measure for the 
drafting of lOyear-olds and extending 
the Selective Service act to March 31, 
1947. Eighteen year-olds escape the 
draft under the measure. 

The conferees also agreed on a 
separate bill to provide pay increases 
for all personnel of the armed forces, 
from the lowest grade to five-star 
admiral and general — in hopes of 
stimulating voluntary enlistments. 
The pay boosts will cost an estimated 
S632,000,O00 annually. 

Senators Back Again 

The Senate conferees surrendered 
on their, demand for drafting 18-year- 
olds when they wore faced with the 
threat of Chairman iMay (Dem., Ky.) 
that they must climate it or "have no 
bill at all." 

Selective Service officials immedi- 
ately said the legislation, without the 
provision for drafting l&-year-o!ds, 
was "a gamble" with the manpower 
needs of the Army and >Iavy. They 
declared that the draft calls, which 
have been averaging 50,000 men a 
month, could not be met unless the 
pay increase vastly stimulated volun- 
tary enlistments. 

Other Provisions of Bill 

The compromise draft measure 
also: 

1. Eliminated all occupational de- 
ferments except for farmers. 

2. Removed all provisions for a 
draft holiday, as well as suggestions 
to defer scientific students. 

3. Eliminated restrictions on over- 
seas service. 

The bill provides for a lop draft 
age of 45 years, which was agreed to 
several days ago. It also bans induc- 
tion of fathers, provides that fathers 
now in scr\'ice may be discharged up- 
on request after Aug. I, and that men

How To Qualify 

To be eligible for readjustment al- 
lowance under the GI Bill, an unem- 
ployed veteran must have ser%*ed 90 
days or more, and after September 
16, 1940, in the military' or naval 
forces. If discharged for illness or 
disability 'incurred in line of duty, he 
may be eligible if he has ser\'cd 16 
days or more and after September 
16, IfMO. Bencfts are $20 a week for 
total unemployment and arc payable 
from a minimum period of 8 weeks 
to a total of 52 weeks between now 
and two years after the end of the 
war. The number of weeks for which 
a veteran is eligible is determined on 
a .sliding scale based on the duration 
of his service. Benefits may be for 
weeks of either consecutive or inter- 
mittent unemployment. 

In addition to meeting Federal re- 
quiromcnts, the claimant for read- 
justment allowance must meet cer- 
tain requirements of State law. He 
must be registered for work with the 
United States Employment Service, 
be able to work full time at regular 
employment, and be available to ac- 
cept an offer of suitable work.

Cong. Church Hits 

Surplus Property 

Disposal Agencies 

In a speech on the Floor of the 
House, Congressman Ralph E. Church 
(R), lOfh District, Illinois, stressed 
the need for a thorough investigation 
of the disposal of surplus property, 
but opposed the establishment of a 
special committee for this purpose. 

'The policies, procedures an^d regu- 
lations being followed in connection 
with the disposal of surplus property 
are scandalous," said Congressman 
Church. He argued that tho "bureau- 
cratic Frankenstein that the War As- 
sets Administration represents, with 
its mass of red tape—" is actually 
destroying the purpose of the Surplus 
Property Act, 

Church presented a War Assets Ad- 
ministration directive which showed 
that no less than 23 different types 
of releases arc used by that adminis- 
tration in governing the agency. He 
claimed "the regulations that had 
been issued fill volumes and would 
require seven hours of everj' employ- 
ee's day to read them." 

Church argued that while an inves- 
tigation should be authorized, it 
should be handled by the Committee 
on Expenditures in Executive Depart- 
ments, rather than by a special com- 
mittee. He called attention to the rec- 
ommendation of the joint commit- 
tee on the Organization of Congress 
for a discontinuance of the "practice 
of creating special committees of in- 
vestigation." Church pointed out that 
the Committee on Expenditures in 
Executive Departments has already 
begun an investigation of surplus pro- 
perty and to create a special com- 
mittee would represent a duplication 
of that work. Church said, "We talk 
long, loud and often about tho dupU- , 
cations in the Executive branch of 
the government and— it seems to m* 
that we who constitute the legislatlvtt 
branch should ourselves avoid dupll< 
cationfi." ' 
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Sadder But Wiser 

The railroad unions now know what government 
ownership means lo striking unions. It means being in 
the uncomfortable position of striking against one hun- 
dred and forty million people; It means defying the 
representative of these people— the President of the 
United States; it meanii the end of negotiating and com- 
promise— in short, oblivion for the union. 

In fact, the whole case against government owner- 
ship of any industry became apparent in the railroad 
strike. As long as an industrj- is privately owned, con- 
troversies between management and labor remain 
merely dispute between groups of private citizens that 
can meet each other as equals at the conference table. 
Government then is a third party, an umpire and arbi- 
ter. Its onlv interest .should be fair play all around. But 
once govermiient operation materializes, private indus- 
try disappears from the scene, tension mounts, and the 
striking group finds it.self cast in the role of a public 
enemv. There U no one to speak for it— thus it was with 
the railroad union.s. When the government took over 
the rails and officially condemned the strike, that ended 
the matter. When the unions tried to defend themselves 
there was no one to listen to them or sympathize with 
them. They could go back to work or suffer the conse- 
quences—they went back to work. 

Before the railroad strike, the head of one of the 
unions. Mr, Whitney. obscr\-ed that government owner- 
ship was greatly to be desired in the railroad indus- 
tr>-. It would be interesting to know how he feels about 
it' now. Kegardk'ss of how he feels, he haj rendered 
the coiintr>' a ver%- great service. He furnished an object 
lcs.son in socialism that should chill the heart of every j 
American who is sponsoring it in any form.

one wants it moved quickly, Including the officials in 
charge of the surplus disposal program. 

The lesson is that an efficient retail distribution 
system cannot be set up overnight. Moreover, it can not 
be set up at all if it is burdened with red tape. The 
government could probably loarn a few things from Uie 
retail distribution industry. This industr)* has been 
working for years to develop the most efficient methods 
of moving goods from producer to consumer. Of counse, 
unlike the government, private distributors arc com- 
pelled to seek efficiency or sacrifice a slim margin of 
profit. Some of the larger cliains have developed distri- 
bution to such a fine art that they are able to operate 
on profit margins of les.s than one per cent of sales. 
They do it because they have learned to handle moun- 
tainous volumes of goods with a minimum of waste mo- 
tion. And tlioy try to have what consumers want at the 
right place and at the right time. 

The job of distributors is doubly difficult at the 
present time, partly because they must fight an uphill 
battle to convince government regulators such as the 
OPA that excessive red tape and unnecessary rules arc 
anathema to efficient distribution, a fact that has nearly 
wrecked the government's distribution of surplus prop- 
erty.

These plans will benefit the 
miners as much as they will the operators. They rep- 
resent a serious attempt to offset the increasing dis- 
parity between wages and output per nnn shift in the 
mines. Actually they are the only hope for the future of 
the coal miner. Rising wages and rising prices can niin 
any industrj* if they gel out of line with competitors, 
and coal has reached its limit if it is to slay in the com- 
petitive fuel market. 

Mine union leaders from this point on can either 
bring hardship and unemployment to their followers or 
they can encourage the use of coal by helping to hold 
costs down to manageable levels. This is not hot air. It 
is the disagreeable truth and any miner who wishes 
may look up the figures for himself. They are a matter 
of public record. 

There is the case history of the coal industrv- in 
England that was mined beyond repair in the foresee- 
able future, at least in part, because wage problems and 
other demands of miners wore not resolved in coordi- 
nation with the needs of the industry. The result h;i< 
been tragic. Xo one wants a repetition in this country. 

Increased production is the only sure path lo sus- 
tained wage increase. But it take* more than mechaniza- 
tion to increase production— it takes rising consumer 
demand, stimulated by a fair price for coal. This is a 
fact o: life every miner will have lo learn.

CHICAGO. — Before long you may 
be able to take up a telephone in 
a private booth on n speeding train 
and talk to your v/ifc or office 1,000 
miles away. The same service may 
be available to passengers on lu.x. 
ury airliners, soys the Chicago Trib- 
une. 

• Dazzling? Sure. But there's no 
doubt that new techniques developed 
in war research have unlocked vast 
new fields for the telephone, which 
first was used 70 years ago, on 
March 10, 1870, to be exact. 

Some time in the future a tele- 
phone subscriber may be able to 
dial a toll call straight across the 
nation, just as he now dials from 
his omce to his home. The charge 
would be automatically computed 
and recorded at the telephone ex- 
change. 

Nation-wide dialing by long dis- 
tance operators already Is on the 
way. The American Telephone and 
Telegraph company says that with- 
in a few years operators will be 
dialing straight across the con- 
tinent. 

When this is adopted, A. T. & T. 
may divide the nation into 60 or 
70 "numbering plan areas," each 
designated by a code. 

How It Works. 
If a call were being made from 
Chicago to Market 2-2100 at New- 
ark, N. J., the Chicago operator 
would determine that New Jersey's 
area code was, say, 312 and would 
dial 312 foUowed by the listed num- 
ber MA 2-2100. 

A device already has been invent- 
ed which, if no one answers, tells 
you: "There is no one here, but if 
you want to leave a message it will 
be transcribed." 

Two-way voice communication by 
radio-telephone between motor vehi- 
cles already Is here. Business con- 
cerns are using it for delivery 
trucks, taxi fleets, repairmen, buses 
and harbor and river craft. The 
Bell system says telephones In 
cars, trucks, and other mobile units 
will be connected with the general 
telephone system. 

If a man wants to talk from his 
desk to the occupant of an auto- 
mobile, Bell explains, he will first 
dial or ask for the mobile service j 
operator. He will give her the call 
number or designation of the vehi- 
cle. She will send out a signal by 
dialing the call number. A tone or 
a light will indicate to the car occu- 
pant that he is wanted. 

He will pick up his dashboard tele- 
phone, and the conversation starts. 
The driver of o mobile unit can 
originate colls merely by pushing 
the "talk" button to signal the oper- 
ator. 

When UcU Talked. 

All this is a far crj- from the day 
70 years ago when Alexander Gra- 
ham Bell first talked over a wire. 
Bell's first telephone patent was 
granted March 7, 187C, but at first 
earned no return. It was not until 
May, 1877, that the first telephones 
were put into use commercially. 

At the end of 1945, there wore 
22,445,500 Bell system telephones in 
service, plus more than 5,400,000 
operated by some 6,000 other com- 
panies. 

Through radio-telephone, a phone 
user in this country can bo connect- 
ed vvith any one of more than 46 mil- 
lion telephones in service in the 
world. The radio-telephojie provides 
direct communication between the 
United States and 39 foreign points. 

The United States already has 
over 50 per cent of the world's tele- 
phones, and A. T. & T. has a huge 
backlog of orders delayed by the 
war. During the last quarter of 1945 
the gain in telephones totaled 560,- 
000— the highest in any quarter in 
history. 



Soldier Mail* in Pacific 

To Be Delivered by Air 

TOKYO. — Gen. Douglas Mac- 
Arthur announced that all soldier 
mail' would start moving by air 
from both sides of the Pacific im- 
mediately. 

Instructions have been issued that 
air mail, official and registered mail 
bo given No. 1 priority both ways 
ocross the Pacific on regularly 
scheduled air transport command 
aircraft. All passenger and cargo air 
traffic will thus bo discontinued for 
a time. 

MacArthur disclosed plans to 
move large quantities of air mail 
from Tokyo and Manila to the 
United States by using all available 
army and na\'y air transport com- 
mand and theater combat aircraft 
moving in the Pacific toward the 
United States. 



Nazi Gets 7 Yean for 

Teaching Boys Sabotage 

FRANKFURT, GERMANY. — A 
Nazi who instructed Frankfurt 
youths in sabotage against the 
Americans has been arrested and 
sentenced to seven years in prison 
by United States authorities. The 
German said he was Erwin Fischer. 
He was accused of instructing 
youths to push American vehicles 
into rivers, string wires across coun- 
try roads and slice the hair of 
German girls.

Sort Screws ' 

Save one-pound coffee Jars for 
your handy man's work shop. Nail 
the covers of three or four under 
an easy-to-reach shelf.

jar; screw the Jors with their con- 
tents to the covers. 



Overflowinff Pie 

Our grandmothers used to use a 
strip of cotton cloth moistened In 
cold water and fastened tight 
around the plate. This keeps the 
edge of the pic In place during bak- 
ing. Some cooks insert a stiff pa- 
per funnel in the center of the top 
crust so that Juice may rise in it 
without overflowing. Juicy fruit pies 
often run over because the pie 
maker tries to put too much filling 
into the pie. 



Pack Roots 

In planting a tree, make sure the 
soil is firmly packed around the 
roots. Test the tree by giving it a 
tug. The firmer the tree, the more 
likely it is to grow. 



Side-Dress Vegetables 
Long-growing crops such as car- 
rots, celery, etc., should be slde- 
drcsscd at the same rate every 
three to five weeks. The plant food 
is distributed one-half on each side 
of the row, two to three Inches away 
from stems. It is then lightly 
worked into the soil with a rake or 
cultivator. Before watering the gar- 
den is the best time to feed. 



Careless Cooking 
Much fat Is wasted by careless 
cooking. Once fat has been scorched, 
overheated, or allowed to become 
rancid, it Is good for nothing but 
soap making. In frying, heat should 
always be carefully watched to pre- 
vent wasteful scorching. To keep 
fat from turning rancid or becom- 
ing moldy, keep It dry, cold and 
covered In a dark place. Keep It In 
the refrigerator, If possible. 



Rock Plant 
Because of their vigorous growth, 
most chrysanthemums arc not suit- 
ed to use in the rock garden; but 
one of the perennial species, C. 
mawi, is an excellent rock plant. 
It makes a little clump of fern-like 
foliage 6 to 8 inches high ond bears 
single, pink, daisy-like flowers 1V4 
Inches across. As is true with all 
\ hardy 'mums, it requires good 
drainage and a sunny position.

Normandie Is Now 
Just Mass of Junk 



Once Proud Liner May 
Ts^evcr Put to Sea Again 



NEW YORK. — The liner Nor- 
mandie leaned sadly at her pier and 
navy experts said she may never 
put to sea attain. 

The 83.000.lon luxury ship, which 
won the blue pennant for her speedy 
crossing of the North Atlantic in 
1935, still has a hangover from 
her dunking four years ago in the 
Hudson river when she caught fire 
and capsized. Frankly, the navy 
doesn't know what's to be done 
about her. 

This glamour gal cost the French 
line 59 million dollars to build, it 
cost the navy 4'.2 million dollars to 
raise her from the Hudson, and now 
It costs the na\*y about 250 thousand 
dollars a year just to keep her hang- 
ing around. 

"She's a bad luck ship and it 
serves her right to end up broke 
in Brooklyn, like any other wharf 
rat," one of the shipyard workers 
said. "The first time she came 
into New York she tried to knock 
doTim her brand new pier and to 
kill a man." 

The na\'>' gave her a now name — 
USS Lafayette — and tried to 
keep her a lady after it pulled her 
out of the Hudson, but now she's 
nothing but 30.000 tons of steel, bolts 
and bent wire. 

Her iron insides are ripped out, 
as if a surgeon had clipped them, 
and they lie about neatly stacked 
in piles. The Winter Garden is 
packed with junk, as arc the Ter- 
race cafe and the once-famous 
dance hall. 

Her cruiser bow is blunted, heavy 
with muck and rust. Her three slant- 
ed stacks are gone, pan and par- 
cel of somebody's junk yard, and 
the theater which used to seat 500 
persons is just a memory. 

On the outside, the Normandie re- 
sembles some vast stupid bnrt;e, or 
perhaps an odd-shaped mountain. 

Recently the na\'>' tried to per- 
suade the war shipping administra- 
tion to take her over, but the WSA 
said; "Nothing doing. She's too biq 
to berth, and she's too expensive." 

Now the navy, getting slightly des- 
perate, just doesn't know what to 
do.
